Gen. Tuttle of Iowa Indulges in Very In- 
temperate Language, in Which He Al- 
most Predicts Bloodshed and Talks of 
“Facing the Democracy Before, When 
They Had Guns Behind Them” — The 
Situation Narrowed Down So That the 
City Must Do Without President Cleve- 
land er Without Tuttle — Sentiment 
Very General That Tuttle May Stay 
at Home, and That He Never Will Be 
Missed’*—The G. A. R. Invited Cleve- 
land, the Citizens Supplemented the 
Invitation and Both Will Join in His 
Reception—The Teapot Tempest Stirred 
Up by a Few Cranks, Headed by a 
Choleric Old Gentleman, Who Ought to 
Go Home to Iowa and Stay There. 


It has been said the Grand Army did not in- 
vite President Cleveland to St. Louis, and it 
will not entertain him in September. A few 
men in the order are making themselves noto- 
rious giving utterance to this. They are mak- 
ing also absurd spectacles of them- 
selves, and are showing a lament- 
able lack of knowledge of the 
facts. The Grand Army did invite President 
Cleveland to visit St. Louis this fail, and the 
sentiment in that order is generally opposed 
to shirking his entertainment. The Depart- 
ment Commander of Iowa has been most loud 
in expression against the propriety of the in- 


vitation. 
D. P. GRIER, 


Chairman of the Executive Committee for the 
Encampment, has for the Grand Army re- 
pudiated the invitation. 

He was seen on Change this morning not 
only by a reporter of the Post-DrsPaTcnr, 
but by a number of other people. Wher- 
ever he stopped onthe floora crowd would 
collect about him, and some person would 
attack him on the subject of that invitation. 

Seth W. Cobb was in one ofthe groups. ‘‘If 
this thing was gotten upto get us ex-Oonfed- 
erates out of that committee, he said, ‘‘it’ll 
be a mistake. We stayed with you in the old 
days, stayed right with you, and we're going 
to do the same now.’’ 

„That's what we want you to do,“ said 
Grier. 

**You can’t go back on that 
either,’’ Cobb replied. 

„We don’t want to do that either. What 
we object to is saying the Grand Army invited 
the President, Grier remarked. ' 

A reporter then attacked him: How was 
the Executive Committee of Arrangements 
founded?’’ 

GENESIS OF THE INVITATION. 

**Col. Nelson Cole, who was at that time 

Department Commander of the G. A. R., sent 
out 200 notices of a meeting of Grand Army 
men to make arrangements for 


the encampment. That number of 


men assembled, and I was made temporary 
chairman. A motion was made that acom- 
mittee of twenty-five Grand Army men be ap- 
pointed by Col. Cole to have charge of the ar- 
rangements. That was passed and another 
motion was made that the Mayor be requested 
to appoint a committee of ten citizens to act 
with the committee of twenty-five. Col. Cole 
appointed his men, eight of whom were com- 
manders of G. A. H. posts in the wens 2 and the 
Mayor appointed his men, four of om were 
ex-Confederates.’

who went to Washington with the Post-D1s- 
PATCH invitation, was asked who had really 
invited the President. The Grand Army and 
the cttizens, of course. The first invitation 
came from a committee appointed by the 
Grand Army, and to that the President, 
through his secretary, said he would return a 
positive answer at a iater date. He did an- 
swer affirmatively when the committee, of 
which I was a member, called on him at Wash- 
ington.’ 

Do you think there is that feeling in the 
Grand Army which would keep away any num- 
ber if Cleveland comes?’’ 

J do not. More will come. I'll tell 
that one jackass can make more noise t — 
a hundred mules. There's no feeling against 
the President among the Grand Army men.

Ithink there is no body of men 
on earth more entitied to be called manly than 
the Grand Army of the Republic, for the mem- 
bers proved their manliness on the fleld.

BoprRE, Ireland, June 8.—Nobody at Tom- 
graney, where we are mostly staying with 
Fathers Murphy and Hannen, had any 
thoughts or time for breakfast yesterday 
morning, for at an early hour a mounted 
messenger came galloping up with the 
news that the police had been scouting upon 
the hills all night and the red-coats were al- 
ready on the march with the Sheriff from 
Fortane. 80 as soon as the horse could 
be harnessed to the outside car we 
started for Bodyke, beyond which 
stands a cabin at which the approaching 
forces were plainly aiming. From the bill- 
top the sight was an extraordinary one. Black 
lines of people on foot and on 
horses were traveling as far as 
one could distinguish them, a mile off, 
along the road. A compact: black mass, 
which we knew to be the stalwart ranks of 
the Royal Irish Constabulary, were moving 
steadily forward, in front of them was the 
taller gbody of Welsh Fusiliers, most 
of the latter being thrown out as skirmishers. 
The scariet jackets of these skirmishers dotted 
the fields for several hundred yards 
on each side of the road. Fine 
work they had getting across the dikes and 
over the green banks. The men kept upa 
lively state of things by shouting to each oth- 
er the password for the day, which appeared 
to be the syliable ‘‘ro.’’ It was Indicrous to 
see all this display of tactics and precautions 
and glorious war 

" IN 80 INGLORIOUS A TASK 

as marching upon a perfectly peaceful people 
for the martial purpose of pulling about their 
ears the poor cabins they had built for 
themselves. The Chapell Hall dell 
had not ceased its mournful ding 
dong, ding dong since early morning, when 
a bugle blast called in the skirmishers. The 
police and soldiers debouched upon the road, 
showing fourteen emergency men skulking 
along in the middle, their crowbars stowed 
away in a cart behind them. One unanimous 
yell of hatred and fury rose from the crowds, 
which fell back before the police until the 
road was cleared. Then the Fusiliers 
were divided into two companies and 
placed on elther side of the cabin. The 
constabulary formed up, shoulder io 
shoulder,in the ring, and completely encircled 
it. The place was barricaded, sothe door 
was left undisturbed. The sheriff, a man 
known familiarly to the crowd for 
some reason or other as ‘‘Crocker of 
Ballynagarde,’’ dressed in sporting suit of 
tweed with shooting helmet and leggins, 
stopped.

a Success of the Experiment in 


One Company Agrees to Pay 40 per Cent of 
Its Gross Revenue for Its Privileges—~ 
Mayor Francis Believes the System Could 
Be Inaugurated by the Municipal As- 
sembly of St. Louis—Comptroller Camp- 
bell and Henry Flad Agree That the 
City Would Be the Gainer by the Plan. 


On Tuesday last there was the first test of 
what is known as the Cantor law, providing 
forthesale of street railroad franchises in 
New York. The occasion was the sale of two 
franchises for street railroads in New York 
City. The Cantor law was enacted not long after 
the Broadway steal exposure. It provides that 
all street railway franchises shall be put up at 
public auction and sold to the highest bidder. 

The conditions of sale require the company 
to use side-bearing rails and to keep the street 
in repair and free from dirt and snow; also to 
pay all the expenses of sale in addition to the 
percentage bid, and to deposit $7,500 with the 
Comptroller to guarantee the carrying out of 
the bids. The successful bidder is also re- 
quired within thirty days to filea bond for 
$80,000 toinsure the payment of the city’s per- 
centage, and another bond of $15,000 to insure 
the construction of the road within a given 
time. It was also provided that the amount 
bid is over and above 8 per cent for the first 
five years and 5 per cent thereafter, which the 
law requires the railroad companies to pay to 
the city. 

The two franchises put up at auction Tuesday 
were for two cross-town roads in New York 
City. On the first franchise the bidding started 
at 2 per cent and continued by ridiculously small 
—e at times until the franchise was finally 

nocked down at 262-10 per cent. Under this 
bid the company will be required to pay to the 
city 292-10 per cent ot its gross receipts for 
—4 first five years and 312-10 per cent there- 


K. 
The second franchise was for an electric 
road. The bidding was short and sharp, ad- 
vancing by bids of 5 per cent until the fran- 
chise was finally knocked down to Mr. Hazard 
at 85 per cent. This of course means 38 per 
cent of the gross receipts to the city for the 
first five years and 40 per cent thereafter. 

The result of these sales was a surprise even 
to those most interested. In each case the 
company which originated the idea of the road 
and asked for the franchise was the compan 
which eventually purchased it; but undoubted- 
ly at far greater figures than it would have 
been willing to guarantee or offer if there had 
been no competition. The price paid is enor- 
mous compared with the price usually paid for

MIGHT BE TRIED HERE. 
The unexpected success of the Cantor plan 
in New York City suggests that it might be 
adopted to advantage in this city. In the last 
two years there have been a number of val- 
uable street railroad franchises asked of the 
city by corporations, and in no case has the 
proposition been of a ture liberal to the 
city. In almost every instance the companies 
have been anxious to have a certain sum fixed 
by the Municipal Assembly as an annual rent- 
al of the franchise to be paid on a lease fora 
certain numberof years. The advantage to 
be gained in this is that the rental, which 
wouid be liberal now, would be perhaps rid- 
oulously small five years hence. The growth 
of the city and its extension westward 
make it certain thata number of street rail- 
way franchises will have to be "granted 
before long. Already thereis great 12 
tion between the owners of different lines 
down town and between the proprietors of 
different motors for the privileges to be 
ted. There is also a great anxiety amon 
street railroad men about the occupancy o 
the Tayon avenue and Grand avenue bridges 
between the northern and southern sections 
of the city. Since the completion of 
the Tayon avenue bridge there have 
been a great many effortson the part of dif- 
ferent companies to obtain the privilege of 
running cars over the bridge and the adjoin - 
streets. This anxiety it is suggested might 
be turned to good account. If a satisfactory 
route, either across the city or to Forest Park, 
were laid out and the franchise put up at pub- 
lic auction there is little doubt that 
in the present state of feeling the city 
would receive a large bonus for the 
privilege in the shape of a guaranteed per- 
centage of gross receipts... The city and the 
citizens would have a further advantage in 
this, that the route would be one laid out not 
only with regard to its desirability to the com- 
pany working over it, but also with some re- 
card, to the feelings and rights of people along 
the route. A Post-DISPATOH reporter called on 
MAYOR FRANCIS 
this morning to ask his views on the subject of 
putting up franchises of this nature at public 
auction. Mr. Francis expressed himself as 
surprised and tifled at the success of the 
system in New York as far as demonstrated.

THE FISHERY TROUBL 


Outline of the Treaty Terms Proposed by the 
Dominion. 
By Telegraph to the Post-DisraToa. 

OTTAWA, June 3.—The Government regret 
the complications which have arisen out of 
the misunderstanding over the fisheries, and 
have come to the conclusion to recommend 
that a committee be appointed to meet a com- 
mittee of the. United States Government and 
debate the whole question, with the view of 
arranging a treaty on terms similar to those 
contained in the treaty of Washington. The 
terms upon which the Government will insist 
are the retaining of the three mile limit from 
headland to headland; reciprocity in all 
respects with regard to fish; that no duty 
should be levied on any fish preserved, or in 
course of preservation; the fishery ground 
outside the three-mile limit to be oper to all 
vessels, irrespective of nationality, and all 
fishermen to be free to use beaches and shores 
for drying fish; nets and so forth encroach- 
ment on the three-mile limit to forfeit rights. 
Any other considerations the Government are 
willing to waive. The report is said to be 
due to the direct influence of Lerd Salis- 
bury and to have the imperial sanction 
and there is little doubt that it will be willingly 
accepted by the Canadian House. Sir Charles 
Tupper’s mission to Washington was to dis- 
cuss with Sir Lionel Sackville West the most 
desirable terms and learn fully what clauses 
of a treaty would be warmly supported by the 
Imperial Goverhment. It is reported that the 
Canadian members of the commission will be 
Sir John Macdonald, Sir Charles Tupper and 
Mr. Foster, Minister of Marine and Fisheries,

DROWNED BY ACCIDENT. 


The Sensational Features Taken Out of 
Daniel F. Prindable’s Death. 


The Coroner to-day commenced an inquest 
onthe body of Daniel F. Prindable, who fell 
off a barge attached to the Bald Eagle on 
Decoration Day and wasdrowned. Robert 
Thompson, living in a flatboat on the 
east side of the river, recovered the 
body about 6 o'clock last evening.

The barge was a covered one, but had a 
passage-way abouttwo feet wide outside the 
covered portion along its — 4 The barge 
and boat were fastened closely together and 
touched for some distance at their 
midways, but were a few feet 
apart fore and aft. About 8 o’clock 
in the evening when they were opposite the 
foot of Carr street she was sitting with some 
friends aft on the barge on the side nearest 
the boat. She saw Prindable walk out on the 
edge of the barge outside the covered portion, 
or cabin, and so south. He was on the edge 
next the boat. A board about 18 inches 
wide and 8 feet high was standing 
on the edge, leaning against the covered por- 
tion. Prindable caught hold of it for support 
ashe was vey it, and the board, which 
was not nailed, of course gave way, and both 
he and it fell into the river between the barge 
and the boat. He had had no quarrel with any 
one atthe time, and there was no one near 
him when he fell. It was purely an accident.

indispensable, however, so long as horse- 
racing obtains in this country. If he has 
money he lives at the finest hotels, but if he 
has none he is compelled to live at the stable 
and subsist upon the same fare that the trainer 
lives on. During the race, meetings the 
jockeys, as arule, have money to spend and 
they dress in the height of fashion, but 
between the racing seasons one not unfre- 
quently meets with a jockey who wants to 
borrow a quarter of a dollar to pay for a bed. 

Such are the ups and downs of. a jockey’s 
life, in view of which his little shortcomings 
might be overlooked or dealt with charitably. 
If he rides a tavorite horse and loses, he comes 
in for all the blame, none at all attaching to 
to be treated toa 
deal of abuse, tho he have ridden 
never so well. If he Should fell and break his 
bones the sympathy forhim only lastsa little 
while. He must depend upon subscriptions 
from turfmen to support him during sickness 
and bury him it he dies. A fund for this pur- 
pose isi supposed to be made up out of 
the money paid by each jockey by way of li- 
cense to ride on the club’s course, but the 
complaint is that that fund is not applied for 
that purpose. Truly, the jockey’s lot is nota 
happy one.

A Home for Archbishop Kenrick—The First 

Presbyterian’s Move West—An Open-Air

In all the discussion about the papal jubilee, 
locally there has been a regret among promi 
nent Catholics that the occasion is so distinct- 
ive that it cannot be used as a time in which to 
present to Archbishop Kenrick a residence 
better suited to him than his present home. 
The venerable prelate loves fresh air, flowers, 
trees and all the aspects of rural surround- 
ings. These he is debarred from in 
his present location at 111 North Sixteenth 
street, and must perforcé seek them in pedes- 
trian pilgrimages through the West End. 
Prominent Catholics have noticed this and 
have wondered why the rich ehurchmen of 
the diocese have not tong placed their 
aged spiritual head in pleasanter conditions 
for daily life. They have asked: ‘‘What 
has the diocese ever done for 
the Archbishop anyway?“ Of course 
they know the Archbishop would disapprove 
of any such plan, but it could be done quietly 
In sucha way as not to offend his delicate 
sense of propriety. The idea has taken strong 
lodgment in several minds and avery well 
known Catholic, a leaderin charitable work, 
is known to greatly deplore thé restriction of 


the jubilee enthusiasm to papal remembrance 
entirely. 
A NEEDED CHANGE.

IN coolly claiming the increase of this 
country in wealth and population, for the 
last twenty-five years, as the fruit of Re- 
| publican protective legislation, Mr. SHER- 
MAN very carefully ignores certain census 
statements which knock his claim into the 
limbo of false and silly pretenses. Under 
a revenue tariff, from 1850 to 1860 the in- 
crease of wealth, as shown by the census 
reports, was 126 per cent, while the in- 
crease from 1860 to 1870 was 87 per cent, 
and from 1870 to 1880 only 46 per cent, 
From 1850 to 1860 farm wealth inoreased 
101 per cent; from 1860 to 1870, 89 per 
cent, and from 1870 to 1830 only 9 
per cent. This farm wealth, which 
is the wealth of half the people, 
increased only $4, 122, 588, 481 in the twenty 
years from 1860 to 1880, while the wealth 
of the other half of the population in- 
creased in the same time 3, 589, 794, 851. 
Not only was the ratio of aggregate in- 
crease greatly reduced under this boasted 
legislation, but the farming half of the 
people got less than one-sixth of the ag - 
gregate increase, while more than five- 
sixths of it went to enrich the other half 
of the population. Was that a fair or 
wholesome division? 

The Tariff and Wages. 


From the Philademhia Record. 

The tariff taxes are the same in every part of 
the country, and it is the claim of the support - 
ers of high thriffs that they increase the wages 
of labor. If this be true, why should labor sell 
for varying prices in different localities? Why 
is not a day’s work for a farm hand as well re- 
warded in Maine as in Minnesota? The follow: 
ing comparison of the wage rates paid by man- 
ufacturers in several States, copied from the 
Jackson (Mich.) Patriot, are suggestive: 

The annual wages paid by manufacturers 
averaged in 1880, according to the census re- 
turns, $385.25 per hand employed in Connecti- 
cut and $257.21 in Maine. They averaged $311.78 
in Kentucky and $151.34in North Carolina. In 
no two States were they the same even in like 
industries. 

In Michigan the rate was $20 below the aver- 
age forthe whole country, and in Minnesota 
about $60 above that average, making the rate 
$80 a year the highest in Minnesota. In Massa- 
chusetts the manufacturers paid on an average 
$88 per hand employed forthe year less than 
was paid in Michigan. 

Manifestly there is no tariff-made rate of 
wages in this country, or they would not be 
from 300 to 500 per cent higher in some States 
than they are in others—50 per cent higher in 
Connecticut than they are in Maine and over 
100 per cent higher in Kentucky than in North 
Oarolina.

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Electric Car Motors,

Two years ago there were no electric rail- 
ways in the United States; now there are 
eleven in successful operation and twelve 
more under contract or in process of construc- 
tion.

A LAWYER'S CLEVER TRICK. 


His Timely Appearance at the Scaffold With 
a Reprieve for a Murderer,

ATLANTA, Ga., June 3.—Two weeks ago was 
published the thrilling story of Lawyer Clinton 
riding forty-five miles across the country with 
areprieve in his pocket for Murderer Leggett, 
It was said that he reached Reidsville just in 
time to stop the execution, the prisoner stand 
ing on the trap, bound, with the cap over his 
head and waiting for the fatal drop. It is now 


learned that Clinton got to Reidsville 
before daylight and went to bed. 
He waited till after the reading 
of the death warrant and until after the 
prisoner bad made his statement and the 
preacher had offered raver before he ex- 

ibited the reprieve. r. Clinton says he per- 
mitted the details to be thus gone through 
with in order to test the sanity of the prisoner, 
If Leggett should yet be hanged he will have 
suffered twice the pain of approaching death. 
Not a word has been sent to the Governor in 
the rey ot a report. At the Apr term of the 
Tatnall County Superior Court Jacob Leggett 
was indicted, tried and found gully the 
murder of Lillian Griggasby. 9 eyi- 
dence was very strong and showed 
that Leggett, on account of jealousy, one

home trom Sunday- school, literally butchere 
her with a pocket-knife to prevent her taking 
up with his rival. His lawyers saw they had a 
desperate case and determined, if possible, to 
save his neck by a verdict recommending him 
to be imprisoned for life, but the jury, which 
was composed of some of the best men in the 
county, decided that Jake Leggett ought to be 
hanged and rendered their verdict accord- 
ingly. The prisoner was sentenced by Judge 
Hines to be hanged on May 18.

DIDN'T HARM ANYBODY. 
ALLEGED INFERNAL MACHINES SENT-TO 
NEW YORK POLICE OFFICIALS. 


Byrne’s Package Opened Without Dis- 
estrous Results by the Jersey City Au- 
thorities—Tracing the Mysterious Sender, 


By Telegraph to the Post-D1sParou. 

New Yorn, June 8.—Three alleged infernal 
machines were being carted about the streets 
of this city yesterday afternoon, one addressed 
to Inspector Byrnes, another to Capt. 
Williams and the third to the British Consul. 
Only that Intended for Capt. Williams reached 
ita destination, and that, though it performed 
some peculiar antics in connection with ‘a 
bucket of water, did no harm to anybody. 
The other parcels were overlooked by a Jersey 
City expressman, who was charged with their 
delivery, and their character being discov- 
ered upon his return to the stable they 
were sent to the Jersey City Police Headquar- 
ters, where Chief Murphy opened and exam- 
ined them. No explosion occurred, and the 
chief delared that they were charged with gun- 
cotton and dynamite. A wagon of the Metro- 
politan Express Company conveyed COapt. 
Williams’ present tothe door of the station- 
house and the driver carried in a small pack- 
age, round in shape and quite heavy. It was 
wrapped up in coarse brown paper and ad- 
dressed to The Reverent Capt. Williams, Nine- 
teenth Precinct Police, Thirtieth street, be- 
tween Sixth and Seventh avenues—paid.’’ 
The word ‘‘reverent’’ aroused the Captain's 
suspicions, and he laid the whole thing upon 
the desk and called upon Detective Price to 
openit. In view of the feeling against the 
Captain in certain quarters, Price was rather 
reluctant to investigate the parcel. Doorman 
Dempsey, a quiet modest, but determined 
man, 
VOLUNTEERED TO RISK HIS LIFE 
for the Captain. He took the suapicions- look- 
ing machine into the rear yard. Providing 
himself with a bucket of water he proceeded to 
tear off the paper wrappings, A tin pail about 
five inches in diameter and six inches high 
with a copper-wire handle was revealed. The 
tin cover came off with ease. The machine 
proper was inside packed with Excelsior pad- 
ding, such as is used by upholsterers to stuff 
cheap chairs and lounges, Detective Price 
then took the machine and immersed it in the 
bucket of water. Immediately there fol- 
lowed a hissing sound like that from 
1 treshly- opened bottle ot soda 
water. The water in the bucket was 
thrown a few feetintotheair. When it fell it 
looked like whitewash. Detective Price drew 
the machine from the water and began to take 
u apart. Inside of the padding was a box of 
wire netting, the top and bottem of which 
was a perforated cover of cast iron, held fast 
to the iron petting by anironscrew through 
the center. Inside ofthe netting, packed: as 
tightas it gould be, o was brittle quality of 
cotton. The machine, when taken apart, was 
as harmless as could be. Matches were 
applied to he cotton, but it would 
not burn, Roundsman Chapman was sent 
with a sample of the cotton to the arsenal and 
he learned there that the stuff was not gun- 
cotton as had been supposed, but nitro-cotton, 
. dangerous in certain conditions. Au- 

er sample was sent to the house ot Dr. 
Edson in West Ninth street. The doctor 
thought it was perfectly harmless, and was 
intended more asa joke than anything else,

A SLANDERED WIFE SEEKS A REMEDY DE- 
) NIED TO HER HUSBAND. 


Mrs. Ashley to Appear in the Divorce Court 
in the Role of Plaintiff—A Proceeding to 
Set Aside a Divorce—Further Decisions 
From the Court of Appeals To-Day—A 
Dividend for the Broadway Bank Cred- 
itors. 


Messrs. Lodge & Talty filed to-day in the 
Circuit Court a petition for divorce in behalt 
ot Mrs. Mary Ashley against Gilbert M. Ashley, 
the picture-dealer, whose domestic affairs 
were only recently ventilated in the court be- 
fore Judge Dillon.
